- To Our Dairymen| : 


East Jordan dairy farmers may 
now have the benefit of herd. sires 
from very outstanding cows at very 
sow cost. Through an arrangement re- 
cently set up with members uf Dairy 
Herd Improvement Associations in 
central and southern Michigan, bull 
calves may be purchased. at low pri- 
ces in order to save milk from the 
whole milk-selling districts. . 

All calves offered for sale must be 
purchased and eligible to registry in- 
to one of the major dairy breeds, Rec- 
ord on the dams must be at least 350 
bs. butterfat. Prices on calves under 
two weeks of age are standard, at 
$10 from cows producing. 350-400 
Ibs. fat, $15. from cows. producing 
400-450 Ibs. fat, and $20 from cows 
producing over 450 lbs. fat. These 
prices increase’ gradually as the 
calves.become older. Prices are all at 
the farm, and registration papers 


better than animals frequently cost- 
ing.as much as $100, there is quite a 
lot of interest in them. If a few more 
farmers express their desire, in the 
next few weeks to obtain one-of thesé 
calves, a load will be purchased and 
brought into the East Jordan area be- 
fore June 1. This will be handled

Potato Crop Is_ 
Worth A Fortune 


KNOXVILLE, TENN. — One of 
many experiments designed to prove’ 
to southern farmers that they have 
amore profitable future in growing 
crops other than cotton produced re- 
sults that surprised even the man 
who conducted it. 

On 200 acres of wild plateau land 
in Cumberland county six miles: 
from Crossville, William Hilton pro: 
duced 29,000 bushels of Irish po 
‘atoes that were too good to eat! 

Although only 32-years old, Hilton 
is an expert in potato producing 
But the result of a year’s werk sur. 
passed even his. most Optimistic 
dream. The potatoes he grew are 
-worth three times as much ‘when 
sold for seed as when sold for eat- 
ing purposes. So they are being 
shipped to various sections of the 
United States and even foreign coun. 
tries to be used as seed. They are 
free of disease. : 


Crop Worth $50,000. 

Some even have been shipped to 
Cuba, and they command three 
times the price of the eating variety. 
Dr. G.-M. Bentley, state entomolo- 
gist at the University of Tennessee, 
inspected the small potato planta- 
tion and estimated that this fall’s 
harvest would mean an income of 


“It is the biggest potato ranch in 
the South in the making,’’ Bentley 
said, “with the exception of one 
Florida section.” 

The program being followed by 
Hilton calls for clearing and putting 
into cultivation 200 acres annually 
until 1,400 acres are being worked. 


It’s ‘Potato Factory.’ - 

The plantation already has been 
dubbed a “potato factory”. by the 
30 men who work on it because ev- 
erything is done by modern machin- 
ery—everything from clearing the 
virgin land, uprooting, piling and 
burning trees, to cultivating, plant- 
ing, harvesting and packing. 

Other big machines pull out lat- 
eral roots and rake and pile them 
to be burned. _ Then the ground is 
turned, harrowed, raked and planted 
-all'by machinery. Likewise, the 
crop. is dug and gathered by ma- 
chinery. ; 

The 200 acres produced two crops 
during the last season—the first of 
21,000 bushels "and the second, of 
Ad) ¢ 

And now that the potato ‘crop is 
_out of the way, cover crops of rye 
and barley have been planted. Be- 
sides enriching the soil for next 
year's potato crop, thesé grain crops 
also will mean moré cash to the 
grower,

TUBERCULOSIS BEGINS 

Nothing: seems to interfere with 
life and thé success of young people 
more definitely than tuberculosis, but 
youth is careless, often uninformed 
and has a tendency to defy the law 
‘of survival of the fittest. A corres- . 
pondent writes us.the following story 
to illustrate this point and to show 
how tuberculosis begins. . 

“Boy meets girl and they have a 

good time for about six months when 
the girl experiences a sharp pain in 
the chest, pleurisy. The spitum and 
X-ray pictures show definite tubercu- 
losis, The girl is sent.to a sanatorium 
for cure or arrest of a serious case 
andthe boy visits her at the hospital 
each evening, including week-ends. 

“Is the boy liable to catch the dis- 
ease from ‘the girl? Should not the 
young man have examinations to de- — 
termine whether he has the disease? 
Is he capable of spreading the dis- 
ease to his brothers and sisters?” 

The answer to all these questions 
is “yes.” Many cases of tuberculosis 
begin in this manner. As long.: as 
three or four years may elapse be- 
fore the boy developes a well-advanc- 
ed case. In this instance the young 
man should report to his family phy- 
sician . without delay for an x-ray 
study of the chest and if this is nega- 
tive a subsequent x-ray should be 
taken every six months, All other con- 
tacts of the girl including parents 
and brothers and sisters also must be 
seen by a physician for similar exam-' 
inations. 

Tuberculosis is not spread in sana- 
toriums because the patients are 
quickly taught to protect those who 
care for them, The disease is spread > 
solely ‘through the scattering of spit- 
um. 

We must remember that there is a 
hospital bed available for every per- 
son in Michigan who has tuberculo- 
sis, that facilities are waiting to ex- 
amine all contacts of open cases as in 
the above story. The Christmas’ seal 
sale each year testifies to the inter- 
est and sympathy of all citizens of 
whatever creed or station in life in 
stamping out the disease entirely. 

It remains only for those who sus- 
pect they may -have. the disease. to 
take advantage of the best that sci- 
ence has. to offer because Michigan is 
second to no state or country in the 
skill with which this problem is hand- 
jed.

‘J. THE TWO BIG 
PRESIDENTIAL TRIES 
NLY twice in history has a 
President been receptive 
to a “third-term.’? Ulysses S. 
Grant was the first and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was the second. 
In Roosevelt’s. case, it wasn’t 
exactly a ‘‘third term,” for he 
had not previously had two com- 
plete terms as President. 
About the middle of Grant’s sec- 
oud term some of his .supporters 
started a movement to renominate 
him. Immediately there was an up- 
Toar. 
“Caesarism!’’ shrieked the New 
York Herald, the leading anti-ad- 
ministration newspaper, and that 


ery was echoed by Horace Greeley’s 


powerful New York Tribune. Then. 
other papers joined in the campaign 
‘to awaken the public to the. dangers 
of the political machine that had 
been built up in Grant’s administra- 
tion..- 

As_a result of this uproar, the Re- 
publican state convention in Penn- 
sylvania on May 26, 1875, resolved: 


That we declare a firm, un- 
qualified adherence to the un- 
written law of the Republic 
which wisely, and under the 
sanction of the most venerable 
examples, limits the presiden- 
tial service of any citizen to 
two terms and we the Republi- 
cans of Pennsylvania, in recog- 
nition of this law, are unaltera-. 
biy opposed to the election to 
the presidency of any for a third 
term. 

Grant had felt that it was undig- 
nified for the President to reply to 
the accusations of the newspapers. 
But when members of his own party 
went on record so strongly he felt 
‘that he couldn’t ignore the igsue. 

He issued a statement informing 
the convention that he had sought 
neither his first term nor his second. 
“Tl am not, nor have I ever ‘béen, a. 
candidate for renomination,’”’ he 
wrote. ‘Il would not accept a renom- 
ination if tendered, unless it should 
come under such circumstances as 
to make it an imperative duty—cir- 
cumstances not likely to occur.” _ 

Feared He'd be ‘Drafted.’ 
But this didn’t allay the suspicion 

that he might permit himself to be 
“‘drafted.’’ So state conventions con- 
tinued to adopt anti-third term reso- 
lutions and on December 15 Rep. 
William M. Springer of Illinois. of- 
fered in congress a resolution 

. That in the opinion of this 
house the precedent established 
by Washington and other Presi- 
dents-of the United States in re- 
tiring from the presidential of- 
fice after their second term has. 
become by universal concur- 
rence a part of our republican 
system of government, and that 
any departure from this tim 
honored custom would be un- 
wise, unpatriotic, and fraught 
with peril to our free inatitiee: 
tions.-------—-—_—- 


The resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 234 to 18—80/ Republicans 
joining with .146 Demovrats to pass 
it over the opposition of 18 Republi- 
eans. That stopped the third term 
talk and Grant supporters made no 
effort to oppose the Republican nom- 
ination of Rutherford B. Hayes, who 
won in the election. 

After leaving the White House 
Grant started his tour of the world 
which became a triumphal proces- 
sion in every country he visited: 
When he returned his friends began. 
talking third term again. Although 
he told them privately ‘'J am not a 
candidate for any office, nor would 
I hold one that required any ma- 
neuvering or sacrifice to obtain,” 
they weren’t convinced that he 


Even if he was sincere in dis- 
claiming any desire to return to the 
White. House, that wasn’t the case 
with his wife. Julia Dent Grant 
wanted to be queen of Washington 
society again. How much she had to 
do with convincing Grant that he 
might win a third time is unknown. 
But it was probably considerable.’ 

At any rate, he- allowed Roscoe 
Conkling to proceed with the build- 
up for his nomination by the Re- 
publicans. Sentiment in Grant’s fa- 
vor grew rapidly, partly because of 
his popularity with the people and 
partly because of their dissatisfac- 
tion with Hayes’ administration. 

As the movement to renominate 
him gained momentum, the old cry. 
of ‘‘Caesarism!’’ was raised again 
and early in 1880 a number of Re- 
publicans held an anti-third term 
convention in St. Louis. They adopt- 
ed resolutions denouncing the third 
term idea, the corruption of .the 
Grant regime and Conkling’s ‘‘boss- 
ism.’ 


When the Republican national cone. 


vention was held, this element joined 
forces with the Hayes wing of the 
party and the supporters of James 


G. Blaine to prevent Grant’s nomi- 


nation. But despite their efforts, he 
led the balloting for 36. votes, only 
to. lose .out when they sprang a 
“dark horse” in the person of James 
A. Garfield. 

Bitter in Defeat. 

When Grant received the news. of 
his defeat, he spoke bitterly of his 
managers,

% cup sugar 

1 egg 

2 cups cake flour

Ice cream 

Cream butter and add sugar slow- 
ly. Cream well. Add well beaten 
egg and blend. Sift flour once ‘be- 
fore measuring and ‘then sift again 
with salt. Add and blend in flavor- 
ing. Place a rounded teaspoonful 
of batter in very small greased muf- 
fin tins (1% inches in diameter).- 
Press batter up sides and over bot. 
tom so that there is a hollow in the 
center.

Building Trades Shortage Told, 

“Many of the reports relate to the 
building trades, but more tell of 
shortage of skilled workers:in the 
metal trades. Reports about metal 
workers come particularly from the 
East, the Middle West and the Pa- 
cific coast. 

“In some communities stock is 
being taken. In one western area 
it is reported that skilled workers 
in the building trades now average 
45 years of age. In anotier area 
it is said that skilled metal workers 
average 47 years of age. Some 
alarm is being expressed, conse- 
quently, at the prospects of greater 
shortages in the future. 

“Various causes are being as- 


‘eribed, but the most frequent is the 


decline of apprentice training during 
the depression and decrease of vo- 
cational training in the schools. An- 
other cause given in the reports is 
the wastage of work-relief, because 
a person on work-relief for two or 
three years not only frequently be- 
comes an undesirable employee but 
loses his earlier skills. 

“In several states the employment 
service is already moving in co- 
operation with. available local facili- 
ties to give training to’ unemployed 
persons in order that they may pre- 
pare themselves for work in which 
Such = co- 
operation should be expanded. 


Training in Skills Is Extended. 

““This training has been fairly 
common to enable unemployed wom- 
en to become acceptable domestic 
servants, but efforts are now being 
started to train for more exacting 
occupations. : 

“Some of the reports call atten- 
tion ta new obstacles which are be- 
ing found in the way of proceeding 
with training of apprentices and 
jearners. These obstacles are in 
the wage-hour law. The complaint 
is that the statute contains princi- 


._ples which prevent the flexibility 


needed to meet varying situations. 
“The committee recommends that 
the regulations and procedure under 
the wage-hour act with respect to 
apprentices and learners are unnec- 
essarily and unreasonably restric- 
tive. They violate the clear intent 
of the law that opportunities for 
employment of apprentices and 
learners are not to be curtailed. 
“The regulation and the proce- 
dure should be made to accord to 


the practical conditions in employ- |° 


ment. It is evident that we have 
entered a period in which training 
of skilled workers is of great im- 
portance in aiding employment, now 
and in the future.”
